The coming December 10th will 
mark the 147th anniversary of the 
birth of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet. 
In the passing of the years, it is well 
that the younger generation of the 
deaf should know and revere the ser- 
vices of this good man and friend. 

In the early days of the last 
tury there was no publicly-supp 
school in the United States for the 
education of the deaf. Although, 
about the year 1811, an attempt had 
been made to open a private school in 
Virginia, and at the beginning of 1812 
in New York, conducted in both in- 
nces by John Braidwood, Jr., a 
grandson of Thomas Hraidwod, Sr., 
the pioneer in this work, the J 

schools were intended for deaf chil- 
dren of wealthy families. Neither of 
these projects continued long, for 
while he had talent and skill the 
younger Braidwood was altogether 
deficient in steadiness and moral 
principle 

Stimulated by the interest of I 
F. Cogswell, M.D., the father of a 
daughter, Alice Cogswell, who became 
the first pupil that Gallaudet taught, 
the humane impulse of Thomas Hop- 
kins Gallaudet came to the relief of 
those of limited means whose pal 
had not the wherewithal for providing 
private instruct ion. For them he or >cn- 
ed the door Of public instruction in 
America as k today. He provid- 

ed this opprotunity by going to Europe 
to learn the method employed by the 
older Braidwood and I 
Watson, but lacking the funds to meet

pupil, who was also a teacher at the 
Paris school, to accompany him as his 
assistant. Thus it came to pass that 
upon his return to Hartford in 1816 
Gallaudet was enabled to bring with 
him the eminent teacher and scholar, 
Laurent Clerc, the first deaf instructor 
of the deaf to teach in this country. 
The next year the American School 
opened its doors, the premier free 
school of its kind in America. Since 
then the name of Gallaudet has been 
closely linked with this valuable 
branch of education. 

Dr. Gallaudet married one of his 
pupils, Sophia Fowler, who was in 
many ways a devoted assistant in her 
husband's work. In the course of time 
two of their sons also entered whole- 
heartedly in the work begun by their 
father. The oldest, Rev. Thomas Gal- 
laudet, D.D., L.H.I)., became a 
Professor at the New York School in 
1843, and held this position for fifteen 
years. In 1850 he organized a Bible 
class for adult deaf in St. Stephen's 
Church, New York City, which was 
attended with such success thai 
after, in 1852, St. Ann's Church for 
the Deaf was founded, a church build- 
ing purchased, and regular services in 
the sign-language were held. This was 
the earliest attempt at systematic pro- 
vision for the religious needs of the 
adult deaf, who had been neglected 
and isolated after leaving school and 
were earning their livelihood. The 
evident usefulness of St. Ann's Church 
led to the extension of this ministry 
to the deaf of other cities. To secure 
greater efficiency the Church Mi 
to Deaf-Mutes was founded in 1872, 
and Rev. Dr. John Chamberlain DC 
came associated with Dr. Gallaudet, 
and continued the work u|x>n the 
death of the founder. The Mission 
Supplements the Church work and 
does much in caring for the sick and 
lite, providing employment, and 
supporting a Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf Mutes near I'oughkee-

deaf." He was a faithful friend and 
advisor whose ministrations were a 
source of great benefit to those to 
whom he devoted his life. 

Following the death of their father, 
the Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, of New 
York, his work was continued by two 
of his daughters. Miss Virginia B. 
Gallaudet devoted herself to the wel- 
fare of the deaf and was associated 
with St. Ann's for many years — the 
church of which her father had been 
Rector. She was founder and Presi- 
dent of the Woman's Parish Aid 
Society, a trustee of the Gallaudet 
Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes, at Wappingers Falls, N. Y., 
until her death in May, 1930. She 
was a leading moving spirit in the 
affairs relating to St. Ann's wide- 
spread services in behalf of the deaf 
and the various connections of parish 
work. 

Sine e her death, her younger 
Miss Elizabeth F. Gallaudet, has fill- 
ed the breach and maintained the 
continued service of the Gallaudet 
family in this field with efficient assis- 
tance in promoting the welfare of the 
deaf. In addition to her work as 
interpreter, she is also a trustee of 
the Church Mission and at present 
is actively engaged in seeking funds 
to assist in meeting the running ex- 
penses of the Gallaudet Home for the 
Deaf. Her time and efforts are free- 
ly given to promote the interests of 
the deaf III New York City and vicin- 
ity, and in encouraging the effort.s of 
others in this line of beneficial service 
to humanity. 

Thus it becomes evident that much 
of the progress that has been made in 
OUT <ountry, not only in the educa- 
tion of the deaf and the deaf blind, 
but in the spiritual and material wel- 
fare of the deaf, may be trai ed direct 
ly or indirectly to the laudable 
saciificing efforts of the Gallaudet 

faniily, which has shown long 
liniioiis devotion to the uplift of the 
deaf commenced by Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet,
